THE  FACULTY 

The  Personnel  and  responsibilities  of  the  Faculty  will,  with  few 
exceptions,  remain  as  announced  in  the  catalogue.  Mr.  G.  Thomas 
Preer,  who  has  served  as  instructor  in  Philosophy  and  Ethics  during 
the  past  two  sessions,  will  not  be  with  us  next  year  but,  as  holder 
of  the  Anna  Church  Whitner  Fellowship  for  1935-36,  expects  to 
pursue  further  graduate  studies  looking  toward  the  earning  of  the 
Ph.D.  degree.  Announcement  will  be  given  later  as  to  the  provision 
which  will  be  made  for  the  teaching  of  the  two  courses  which  he  of- 
fered. 

Dr.  Samuel  A.  Cartledge  has  been  elected  to  succeed  Dr.  Robinson 
as  Librarian. 

PERMANENT  RULES 

The  permanent  rules  of  the  faculty  touching  several  aspects  of 
the  Seminary's  work  have  been  amended  or  clarified  during  the  past 
twelve  months.  The  most  important  of  these  changes  are  set  forth  be- 
low, but  in  order  that  these  may  be  fully  understood  they  should  be 
studied  in  connection  with  the  related  sections  of  the  catalogue. 

Grades  and  Distinctions 

Students  who  during  their  three  years  at  the  Seminary  have  made 
no  grade  below  A  are  to  graduate  "Summa  Cum  Laude."  The  dis- 
tinction of  "Magna  Cum  Laude"  will  be  awarded  to  those  who  have 
earned  grades  of  A  in  as  many  as  eighteen  of  their  courses  and  have 
received  no  grade  below  B.  Students  who  have  as  many  as  nine  A's, 
who  have  an  average  of  B,  and  who  have  no  grades  below  C  are  to 
be  graduated  "Cum  Laude."  In  each  of  these  cases  the  appropriate 
distinction  is  to  be  recorded  upon  the  student's  diploma. 

The  Master's  Thesis 

The  Thesis  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Theology  must  be  written 
in  some  field  of  theological  inquiry  that  offers  potentialities  for  a 
real  contribution  to  religious  knowledge;  must  show  an  adequate 
acquaintance  with  the  literature  in  the  field  chosen;  must  evidence 
a  grasp  of  the  subject  culminating  in  well  supported  conclusions; 
and  must  be  presented  in  a  creditable  academic  and  literary  form. 

Further  detailed  directions  concerning  the  form  in  which  this  the- 
sis is  to  be  presented  will  be  furnished  candidates  for  the  degree  in 
printed  form  after  their  matriculation  at  the  Seminary. 

In  order  that  a  high  standard  of  attainment  in  scholarship  may 
be  maintained  it  may  be  advisable  in  many  instances  that  the  entire 
work  leading  to  the  degree  should  not  be  completed  in  one  year,  but 
that  after  meeting  all  residence  requirements  the  student  should  be 
allowed  the  privilege  of  completing  the  writing  of  his  thesis  at  a 
later  date. 


Student  Preaching 

For  many  years  each  regular  student  of  the  Seminary  has  been  re- 
quired to  deliver  one  sermon  each  year  before  the  faculty  and  student 
body  of  the  institution,  this  exercise  being  a  part  of  the  regular 
training  given  in  homiletics  and  public  speaking.  In  order  that 
faculty  suggestions  concerning  this  work  may  be  more  helpful  an 
additional  requirement  has  been  adopted  to  the  effect  that  the  stu- 
dent preacher  must  hand  in  to  the  Professor  of  Homiletics  a  writ- 
ten copy  of  his  sermon  one  week  in  advance  of  the  time  at  which 
he  preaches,  and  that  he  must  also  hand  in  six  copies  of  the  outline 
of  his  sermon,  these  copies  not  to  exceed  one  page  in  length.  This 
rule  has  been  in  effect  during  most  of  the  past  session  and  has  proved 
most  helpful  to  students  and  professors  alike. 

ANNOUNCEMENT  OF  ADDITIONAL  COURSES 

Group  I 

Biblical  Theology 

C.   English  Bible,  Old  and  New  Testament  Interpretation 

106.  English  Bible,  A  Survey  Course  of  the  Old  Testament. 
— As  an  introduction  to  this  course  a  brief  study  will  be  made  of 
the  literary  types  of  the  Old  Testament.  Having  discovered  a  large 
number  of  types  the  class  will  select  representative  passages  for  in- 
tensive study.  While  the  major  emphasis  will  be  on  interpretation, 
an  attempt  will  be  made  to  demonstrate  the  importance  of  literary 
form  as  an  aid  to  interpretation.    Elective.    Professor  Carmichael. 

107.  English  Bible,  The  Gospel  According  to  Mark. — The  aim 
of  this  course  is  the  mastery  of  the  contents  of  this  Gospel.  The 
book  is  studied  in  broad  outline  and  in  detail.  The  student  is  expected 
to  be  able  at  the  end  of  the  course  to  think  through  the  book,  chap- 
ter by  chapter,  paragraph  by  paragraph,  without  the  use  of  text  or 
notes.  From  first  to  last  attention  is  centered  on  Him  whom  Mark 
designates  as  Jesus  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  His  accents  and  emphases 
are  noted.  The  preaching  values  of  this  Gospel  are  pointed  out. 
Elective.    Professor  Green. 

108.  English  Bible,  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews. — This  epistle  is 
a  theological  argument  interspersed  with  exhortation.  Mainlv  doc- 
trinal, its  aim  is  intensely  practical.  Such  also  is  this  course  in  the 
epistle.  The  great  argument  is  followed  through  its  various  stages 
to  its  grand  conclusion.  No  less  interesting  than  the  argument  is  the 
use  the  author  makes  of  it  in  the  hortatory  passages.  The  student's 
attention  is  directed  to  the  author's  exemplary  skill  in  so  managing 
his  exhortations  as  that  they  not  only  do  not  interrupt  his  discussion 
but  actually  advance  it  toward  its  goal.  Besides  the  main  thesis, 
the  leading  ideas  of  the  epistle  are  noted  and  studied.  This  course  in 
Hebrews,  like  the  one  in  Mark,  is  an  exercise  in  Homiletics  as 
well  as  in  Exegetics.    Elective.    Professor  Green. 


Group  IV 
Practical  Theology 

A.  Religious  Education 

101.  Objectives  in  Religious  Education.  Almost  every  phase 
of  a  minister's  work  has,  in  some  measure,  an  educational  signifi- 
cance. Much  of  his  task  is  predominantly  educational.  This  course 
is  designed  to  provide  guidance  in  the  development  of  adequate  and 
challenging  objectives  for  effective  religious  education.  Ministers, 
who  are  also  responsible  for  the  educational  program  of  the  local 
church,  can  ill  afford  to  miss  the  advantages  of  such  a  course.  Elec- 
tive.   Professor  Carmichael. 

405.  Social  and  Recreational  Activities. — The  place  of  social 
and  recreational  activities  in  the  program  of  the  local  church;  an 
undiscovered  field  for  religious  education;  principles  and  methods 
of  conducting  recreation;  planned  seasonal  programs  for  children, 
young  people,  and  adults.  Making  the  church  the  center  of  the  finest, 
most  helpful,  and  happiest  life  for  youth  and  maturity  in  the  whole 
community.  To  raise  the  whole  level  of  social  life  to  the  highest 
Christian  standard  and  develop  wholesome  Christian  character.  Qual- 
ifications and  training  for  secretarial  leadership.  Elective.  Rev. 
Cudlipp. 

B.  Pastoral  Theology 

405.  Worship. — The  history,  nature  and  purpose  of  Christian 
worship.  The  history  and  leadership  of  Presbyterian  worship.  The 
significance  and  effective  use  of  the  elements  of  evangelical  worship 
such  as  sacred  music  and  song,  the  reading  of  Scripture,  public 
prayer,  silence,  offering,  and  sacraments.  The  aim  of  this  course 
is  practical.    Elective.    Rev.  Cudlipp. 

406.  Hymnology. — The  history  and  proper  use  of  the  hymns  and 
tunes  in  public  worship.  This  course  is  planned  in  such  a  way  as 
to  develop  an  appreciation  of  and  love  for  the  rich  heritage  of 
Christian  song.  A  study  is  made  of  the  Psalms,  the  New  Testament 
Hymns,  the  Hymns  of  the  Early  Christian  Centuries,  the  German 
Hymns,  the  Three  Great  Periods  of  English  Hymnody,  and  the  Amer- 
ican Hymns.  Stories  of  the  hymn  writers,  their  hymns  and  the  tunes 
are  also  studied.    Elective.    Rev.  Cudlipp. 

407.  Evangelism. — Practical  aspects  of  pastoral  evangelism.  The 
evangelistic  note  in  stated  services,  educational  evangelism,  building 
an  evangelistic  congregation,  individual  evangelism,  how  to  plan, 
conduct,  and  follow  up  special  evangelistic  services,  giving  the  in- 
vitation, the  after  meeting,  dealing  with  individuals,  use  of  gospel 
song,  open  air  services.    Elective.    Rev.  Cudlipp.
